While it is not known definitely 
how many cabinet ministers have 
sided with Colonel Ralston in his 
wifh to sent draftees overseas, five 
or six resignations arc expected and 
the immediate calling or dissolu- 
tion of Parliament is possible ac- 
cording to reliable sources. The con- 
tention that there is no military 
m:in power crisis is said to be shar- 
ed by the Prime Minister and most 
of his Quebec ministers, who oppose 
Colonel Ralston'S' assertion that the 
reinforcement position is urgent. 

A :>IcGill Graduate 
General A. G, L. MacNaughton, 
who was present at this university 
during the last Fall Convocation, 
graduated from McGill in 1011. Mc 
was one of the members of the first 
class of military stfidics here, and 
rose during two wars to the pusttioii 
of Commandcr-in-Cliief of Canada's 
overseas army. His resignation 
from rhia position, due, it was 
stated, to reasons of ill health, late 
ill 1043. was followed early this 
year by his return to civilian life. 
The most popular question among 
reporters who interviewed him al- 
ter his return to Canada dealt with 
his plans for the future, a question 
he consistently avoided answering, 
and on one occasion was quoted as 
saying that should he discuss this 
he would start a controversy the 
like of which had never been seen 
in Canada. Last night's Ottawa an- 
nouncement is considered by some 
to be the answer.

On Friday at 8:30 p.m. 

"British Labor Looks Ahead," 
will be the subject of an addres.s 
by Harold C. Shearman. National 
Educational Officer of the Workers' 
Educational Association of Great 
Great Britain, In' the auditorium of 
Montreal High School at 8,30 p.m., 
Friday, Nov. 3. 

Mr. Shearman, speaking in the 
United Slates under the sponsor- 
ship of the Workers' Education 
Bureau, and in Canada at the invi- 
tation of the Workers' Education 
Association, has been working in 
England to secure equality of edu- 
cational opportunity In all phases 
of public education. Probably his 
most notable efforts have been 
made in the campaign for educa- 
tional reform in England, the cam- 
paign which resulted in the pas- 
sage of the Education Bill, the first 
achievement In Post War govern- 
ment social policy. 

For the past ciaht yearr, Mr. 
Shearman has been national edu- 
cation officer for the \V.E.A., in 
charge of the 800 local branches and 
the 75,000 students who study social 
and cultural subjects In their spare 
time. He is Secretary of the Coun- 
cil for Educational Advance, with 
which arc associated the Trades 
Union Congress, the Co-operative 
Union, the National Union of Tea- 
chers and the W.E.A.

Players Club Hears Cronyn 
On Techniques of Acting

Ycsteidny in the Union a 
meeting of the Players club was 
held at which Hume pronyn, 
well known Canadian actor 
gave an address. Th names of 
three plays, one of which will 
be selected for production, were 
also announced. 

The plays under final consi- 
deration arc "Night Must Fall." 
a melodramatic thriller. "The 
Male Animal" a comedy of 
American university life, and 
".Mr. Pirn Passes By" which is 
a typical A. A. Milnc play. The 
final choice and first reading 
for easting purposes will be the 
subject of a mectins.to be an- 
nounced next week. ' 

Mr. Cronyn was Introduced 
by the president of the club, 
Dave McLImont, and began his 
discussion by treating on the 
subject of a native Canadian 
drama. He stated that a very, 
flourishing National— Theatk* 
could be built up around the 
Players Club, and that although 
the initial difficulties might os- 
tensibly appear very great, they 
could in actuality be easily met 
and overcome. 

From there. Hume Cronyn 
went on to discuss the tech- 
nique of acting, and various ex- 
ercises by which an individual's 
acting can be Improved. Among 
the most useful of devices was 
that of constant observation, 
mimicry and then improvisa- 
tion. He demonstrated this from : 



Greenman 
the point of view of voice, gest- 
ure and general body carriage 
and stance. The speaker em- 
phasized that pure mimicry was 
a trap too readily fallen Into by 
the amateur actor. The Idea of 
mimicry was to provide a file 
in the actor's mind of type — 
gestures and emotions, but was 
not to be used in blind faith as 
they were observed. 

Then questions were request- 
ed from the nudicncc, out of 
which arose a discussion on 
acting technique before a 
movie camera. This. Mr. Cronyn 
claimed, spoiled an actor for the 
legitimate stage, as the whole 
filmed action was, on the aver- 
age, confined to a stage 8 feet 
square, and because of this very 
slight gestures had tremendous 
value. Whereas on the theatre 
stage gestures had to be "larger 
thon life" and for that reason 
an experienced film actor 
might prove a complete failure 
on the live stage. 

Mr. Cronyn next discussed his 
personal approach to a part. 
This consisted of making as 
complete a biography as pos- 
sible of the character as the in- 
formation given allowed, and 
then acting out the various 
scenes in ad. lib., as is done in 
the Comedia del Arta, and not 
until then learning his part. 
The meeting closed with Mr. 
Cronyn being besieged by auto- 
graph hunters. 



CC.F. Leader Condemns Practise 
Of Racial Discrimination 



strong condemnation of an 
educational Institution which 
practiced racial discrimination 
was voiced yesterday afternoon 
by M. J. Coldwcll, C.C.F. leader 
in the House of Commons, 
speaking before two hundred 
teachers and students in the 
Montreal High School. 

Branding them as unfit to be 
called universities, the speaker, 
in reply to a question on his 
opinion of McGill regulations 
governing Hebrew and Japan- 
ese students, said that any such 
institutions did not merit sup- 
port. The question arose during 
the discussion period which 
followed Mr. Cold well's talk on 
"Urgent Needs In Canadian 
Education". 

When interviewed by a 
Gaiettc reporter, Dr. James 
replied that he had no state- 
ment". 

Stresses Freedom of Expression 

The national CC.F. leader, 
who has recently returned from 
the Conference of Labor Parties 
in London, said that freedom of 
expression and freedom of en- 
deavor were important aspects 
of our life, and complimented 
Britain on the tolerance she 
exhibited, during the war, to 
divergent opinions. The former 
Regina school ' principal, who 
has represented his party in 
Ottawa since 1035, cited ex- 
amples from his recent trip lo 
the United Kingdom to empha- 
size his point, and added that 
such freedom of speech "would 
not be heard in Toronto," es- 
pecially "in the presence of a 
policeman.' 

Mr, Coldwcll, in outlining the 
position of education in nation- 
al life said," We have conquered 
the problem of production, and 
are confident we can conquer 



the problem of distribution," 
but he added, the problem fac- 
ing educators was more funde- 
mcntal than these. The speaker 
emphasized the need for In- 
creasing the incentive to people 
entering this field, and said he 
hoped for a time when educa- 
tional benefits would be open 
to all who could use them, on 
a basis of ability and not finan- 
cial conditions. 

ALLEN IS CHAIRMAN. ' 
FOR MEETING 

In thanking the Regtna M.P. 
for his address. City Councillor 
Dr. J. Stanley Allen, chairman 
of the meeting referred to Mr. 
Coldwcll as the future leader of 
Canada, and urged those Inter- 
ested in his program to sign 
forms provided nt the entrance 
to the gymnasium. These forms 
would make It possible for non- 
members to register with the 
CC.F. and enable members to 
get in touch with interested 
parties, said the chairman. 
Evening Address by Coldwelt 

A packed hall gathered in the 
main auditorium of the Mont- 
real High School to hear Mr. 
ColdwcU's second address of 
the day when he spoke on "A 
People's Peace." 

Mr. Coldwcll referred to his 
recent trip to Great Britain as 
a delegate to the Labor confer- 
ences held there at which rep- 
resentatives from all parts of 
the Empire took part While in 
Europe, he was taken through 
the Canadian lines in Belgium 
where he was received by mem- 
bers of the fighting forces. 
Canadians, he said, were ex- 
tremely fortunate in living as 
they are, away from scenes of 
actual combat.

and privileges are Inherent in every 
campus club". The article referred 
to specified "distinct opposition" to 
undemocratic activities. 

A motion subrnitting to the 
Principal for the consideration of 
the Senate the Council's stand that 
it believed "the present blanket 
measure barring otherwise eligible 
Canadian-born Japanese students 
from enrollment at McGill Univer- 
sity" to be an "unjust criterion of 
admission to this University," was 
carried. 

Regarding further correspondence 
received from Miss Parkcs of To- 
ronto concerning the National 

Federation of Canadian University 
Students, a motion was carried to 
the effect that a letter be sent to 
Mr. O. Hermant, member of the 
executive of the N.F.C.U.S. in 1930, 
stating the steps taken so far by 
the different universities, and 
recommending that he undertake to 
contact previous members of the 
N.F.C.U.S. with a view to its re- 
organization. Further, the Council 
authorized the sending of a letter 
to Bob Ellis and Mr. Bibbs, of the 
Universities of Saskatchewan and 
B.C., Informing them of our acts.

Though the Big Four lapsed and all ath- 
letic activity censed, a small number of the 
staunchest supporters kept hope alive. The 
majority of the student bodies took the anti- 
sport regulations for granted. 

Hope for an early return of intercollegiate 
contests was revived when Western organized 
their Mustangs. Exhibition games with com- 
parnlivcly strong wnrliine clubs rcaullcd. Cer- 
tain powers frowned on this so-called violation 
of the agreement. Not to bo outdone, MeOfll 
followed suit nnd progrcsEcd one stcj) further: 
by gaining a berth in the Quebec Rugby Foot- 
ball Union. Queen's and Varsity alone carr^id 
on. Like the knifhts of old they upheld their 
honour. Unlike these ancient heroes they fiji- 
sook the gale for the sheltered calm of acquTé- 
sccnee. 

Under the sheltering shadow of the out- 
dated ruling, these two noble institutions stood 
by, and today still stand by while smaller 
brethren carry their respective colours into the 
negligible battles on this continent. With men 
fighting, bleeding and dying in every theatre 
of war a mere football or hockey game means 
little. Sports come secondary to the war effort, 
and rightfully eo. 

News from the war and diplomatic fronts 
revive many hopes for the return of intercol- 
lôgiftte sport. Restitution to the pre-war and 
pre-1040 eras does not sound too fnr-siglilcd. 
While no definite date has been set for the 
revival, odd bits of information gathered from 
diffcient aulliorilics lead to the belief that wc 
arc emerging from our last year of no inter- 
collegiate compeUlion. If the government 
should lift its regulations, these plans would 
materialize. If not, it may bo mere wishful 
thinking. 

A siiort month ngo the Universities of Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta scrapped their com- 
parable agreement and arc at present in the 
midst of a scricfe for the intercollegiate cham- 
pion.ship of Western Canada. 

Smaller universities have done it while wo 
remain immobile. Exoctly what move tho ath- 
letic authorities on this campus have made to- 
wards exploiting tho possibilities of a revival 
is a closely kept secret. If any investigations 
were carried on, publication was unwarranted. 
If none were carried on, tho student body 
should be given the reason. Odd gleanings from 
authorities are not enough. Now is tho tittio 
for preparations.

From^Romoniicism to Naturalism 

(2) Romantic Realists 

In the process of surveying the cultural history 
of the nineteenth century in order to gather data 
pertinent to our study, ono of our first observations 
will be that outright Romanticism persisted and 
even flourished throughout the period, not only as 
a basic clay whose form could be altered, re-paint- 
ed, and re-named at will, but as a movement in its 
own right Though I mean to take France as my 
main source of examples, in the international scene 
we have Tennyson, Tolstoi, the Swinburne Neo- 
Romantic school, the late Romantic school of com- 
posers, and the nostalgia of "fin du sicclc" with 
Wilde. Rostand and others. 

Yet even In the heart of the early RomanUc 
period In France there arc at least two major pre- 
cursors of Naturalism. Most noteworthy is Balzac, 
who, side by side with his sordidly realistic psycho- 
logical and social studies, is imbued (in his life as 
well as in his work) with the petty bourgeois envy 
of "high life" and with the typical Romantic Na- 
poleonesque striving for power and success— Just 
as the Julien Sorel of that other precursor of 
psychological and social realism, Stendhal. 

However, the "official" date for the beginning 
of the decline of Romanticism Is about 1840, with 
the advent of tho so-called realist school. In France, 
the poetic reaction to Romanticism was the "Par- 
nasse". This school of poetry, while vociferously 
proclaiming its bitter antagonism to all Romantic 
principles, wrote on the most exotic and sensational 
of themes— Jungle scenes, colorful pagan and his- 
torical battle pictures with an appropriately luxur- 
iously vocabulary. Even their self-imposed rule 
of never saying "I" was frequently broken, with 
bitter phrases revealing the depths of ultra-Roman- 
tic misery underlying their superficial impassivity. 

In Flaubert, another great "realist", we find a 
similar mixture, with an even greater (though more 
subtly Infused) proportion of the Romantic. This 
it repeatedly Illustrated in his misanthropic per- 
sonal life— in a book as thoroughly exotic and 
sensational (though dcllberoleiy Impassive) as 
Salammbô— in the tender symbolist idealism of 
tho "Trois Contes". And even more Indlcatlvo of 
Flaubert's fundamentally Romantic conception of 
life is his continual lament over the lack of sincere 
imaginative values of the petite bourgeoisie (Boii- 
vard ct Pécuchet). As for his masterpiece, Madame 
Bovary— both in form, technique, and the means 
used to achieve emotional effect, it is Just as much 
a romantic novel as that most remarkably ana- 
logous book, Anna Karenlna. Even the subject it- 
self—Instead of arousing distaste, Emma Bovary 
gains almost our full tragic «ympathy in her fore- 
doomed search for a factitious happiness. In other 
words, Flaubert is a realist only insofar as ho 
occasionally uses more probable moments of life as 
material for a more restrained artistic handling than 
his immediate predecessors. But his choice and dis- 
posilion of materials, which are the determining 
factors, place him squarely in the Romantic camp. 

I must make it clear, however, that I Imply 
nothing derogatory by this last statement On the 
contrary, I believe lhat tho Romantic Realists (Tol- 
stoi, Flaubert, Beethoven) represent the highest 
point of nineteenth century art I would even go 
BO far as to say that our greatest contemporaries 
too — Mann, Hamsun — stem from tho very same 
tradition; and would not shrink from the. resulting 
inference that our whole contemporary lite is still 
cast more or less along those same lines— distaste- 
ful as such conclusions are bound to be to progres- 
sive people today.

It is an an- 
niversary of Joy, because on that 
day, twenty-seven years ago, the 
British government rose to as great 
heights of statcmanship as any gov- 
ernment has over risen, in Its rec- 
ognition and promised support to 
the human rights of another nation. 
But it is also an anniversary of sor- 
row, for since then,Jn the follow- 
ing twenty-seven years, that gov- 
ernment has retraced its steps and 
broken its promises. Wo can no 
longer point It out as an example 
to other peoples.

Sir,— The desirability of organiz- 
ing a national student organization 
"either as a revival and rcorganlza- 
lion of the now dormant National 
Federation of Canadian University 
Students, or as an entirely new 
Union", at the present time, will, I 
believe, be undisputed by the large 
majority of Canadian students. 

There is a need for an organiza- 
tion which will bring the nineteen 
Canadian universities together to 
discuss common problems and to 
organize national activities In a 
concerted manner. Such an or- 
ganization would strengthen tho 
ties between all students in Can- 
ada and serve as an expression of 
their desires and as a means of 
solving the problems that face 
them now and those that will con- 
front them In the post-war. 

The rehabilitation of returned 
servicemen into tho university, and 
the increased demand for trained 
personnel by Canada's rapidly 
growing industries presents a chal- 
lenge to the universities. There will 
bp many problems of psychological 
and academic adjustment as well 
as those of a physical nature, such 
as expansion of facilities, enlarge- 
ment of staff, changes in'currieulum 
nnd the provision of greater oppor- 
tunities to attend university by in- 
creasing the number of scholarships 
and by granting admission to all 
who deslro to enter university, on 
the basis of merit alone. 

Every student, as a member of a 
community, the university, must ac- 
tively participate in efforts to meet 
the challenge of tho next few years, 
for the welfare of the community 
as a whole and the country In 
which ho lives. Furthermore, it is 
only through the participation of 
the majority of the students that 
a correct solution can be found and 
worked out Leaving tho problems 
to university officials Is not suifi- 
clent-dcp6nding upon one 6r two 
student representatives, already 
overladen with responsibilities, is 
entirely inadequate; the opinions, 
needs, an4 desires of the 3,000 stu- 



dents of McGlli mutt be amply ex- 
pressed. 

An excellent medium for such ex- 
pression would be an assembly of 
council, similar to the War Council, 
representative of all sections of the 
campus, which would discuss tho 
issues facing the student body. Such 
a group should exist on every 
campus for tho purpose of student 
expression, and the formulation of 
opinions and resolutions which the 
students' representatives should 
carry with them to a national meet- 
ing of the universities. It has been 
suggested by students in the West 
that a national conference tako 
place during the Christmas holi- 
days. In order that McGIII bo pre- 
pared to do Its share In the forma- 
tion of n student organization that 
will really be an expression of stu- 
dent opinion, it is necessary for dis- 
cussions on the functions, organiza- 
tion, etc, of such a Union start Im- 
mediately. I would suggest that all 
students, clubs, and societies begin 
to think seriously about a national 
organization and that a conference 
of McGill students be called, before 
tho national meeting, so that our 
university's final plsns be formulat- 
ed. This could easily be done 
through the war council-subsidiary 
body of the Student Executive 
Council, which alto includes every 
faculty and organization on the 
campus. The calling of such a con- 
ference could be dene by the coun- 
cil itself which Will thus take on 
a new function, one Which Will 
carry It beyond thO war yCérs, or 
by a separate body set up for the 
purpose, and directly cânaected 
with the Student Executive Coun- 
cil. 

The Student Affairs Club would 
be glad la send a representative to 
an initiative committee, whose pur- 
pose would be the more specific 
formulation Of such a plan to be 
submitted to tho Executive of tho 
Students Society and the War 
Council.

Nations Mandate Commission, which 
pledged the British Government to 
carry out in full the Balfour Dec- 
laration. 

Then the infamous "Grand Mufti" 
of Jerusalem started. He was the 
same man that was later exiled 
from Palestine for being involved 
in the assassination of a high Brit- 
ish official. He Is the same man 
that was in Rome, as a special guest 
of Mussolini, and is In Berlin, as a 
special guest of Hitler, broadcast- 
ing from these places to the Arabs 
of the Middle East to rise against 
the British, and to take up arms 
against the United Nations, But in 
1921 .he was appointed Mufti of 
Jerusalem', at a salary of £3,000 a 
year, by the British High CommiS' 
sioner for Palestine. He, the Mufti, 
backed by the extremely wealthy, 
extremely small. land-owning class, 
started trouble, instigated riots, 
causing the deaths of innocent 
people (they killed as many non 
combatant Arabs as Jewsï^. That 
small ruling class, afraid the Jews 
might bring liberalism and the de 
sire for freedom to the oppressed 
Arab people, fought the Balfour 
Declaration with violence and 
threatened violence. 

The British Government began to 
back down in face of these pin- 
pricks, and appeasement started, 
eighteen years before Munich. This 
is the sorrowful part. 

First there were temporary res- 
trictions on Jewish immigration, 
nien Trans-JordanIa was excluded 
from Palestine. Then, under the 
claim that Palestine's "economic 
capacity" was already overfilled, 
Je\yish immigration was stringent- 
ly' restricted, and the Jews were 



not allowed to buy land for further 
agricultural deveopment When this 
claim was made foolish by further 
great periods of prosperity and land 
development the excuse was chang- 
ed, but the restrictions remained. It 
was proposed to further subdivide 
Palestine, restricting Jewish settle- 
ment to an oven smaller area. Final- 
ly, the MacDonald White Paper of 
1030 refuted the Balfour declaration 
completely. The great promise was 
finally completely, and illegally, 
broken.

FOOTBALL 

In 1918, the la»l year of World War I the city of Montreal 
was subjected to one of the most violent epidemics of Influenza 
which has ever been its mtsforlune to receive. Thus after the 

commencement of college. It was found necessary to suspend 
lectures and activities for a period of six weeks, Tlicrefore by 
the time school had started again it was (oo late to think of foot- 
ball and hence all eyes were focused on the hockey world. 
HOCKEY 

The McGill hockey squad of 1918-1010 was entered in the City 
League. Though they had started off Inunediately after the Christmas 
holidays the lay-off hurt our team for they were defeated by Loyola 
.ind Victoria. However the dauntless Redmen went on a spree de- 
feating M.A.A.A. 10-3, tlelng the mighty Vickcrs aggregation and 
subduing Shamrocks 5-1.
